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Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 5-20-06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. Japanese document 3-4507 has not been 
considered. EP 951973 is directed to a device for cutting paper and does not appear to 
relate to the claimed glass composition. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 

to non-statutory subject matter. Use claims are not a statutory class. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-6 objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1 and 3 It is 
suggested to remove the hyphens. Also it is suggested to remove the terminology 
"characterized by" to more clearly define the invention. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ili in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over TaguchI et al (5,726, 1 08). 

Taguchi et al teach a glass ceramic composition including 20-45 wt% SiOa, 25- 
45% Al2032-12% MgO, 10-25% B2O3 and .5-5% P2O5. see column 4, lines 50-61. 
Furthermore AS2O3 and Nb205 may be added, see column 8, lines 20-21 and example 
14. 

The claims are considered anticipated or in the alternative the subject matter as 
a whole would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to have selected the overlapping portion of the range disclosed by the 
prior art because overlapping ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of 
obvious, see In re Malagari, 182 U.S.P.Q 549. 

7. 6,376,402 is cited as prior art of interest and a family member of Japanese 
document 2000327365.
